Sixteen Members of Philip- 


pine Constabulary Killed 


or Wounded. 


MAKE PRETENSE OF SURRENDER 


Then Attack Detail of Constabulary 
, Wihen Latter Are Off Guard—Thirty 


•Pay for Treachery With Their Lives. 
News Reaches Manila. 


CONFLUENCE. 


Manila, March 2G.—According toad- 


vices received today the recent fight 
fct Magtaon, 3 a mar, between the con- 
stabulary and Pulajanes was th^e re- 
sult of base treachery on the part of 
the natives. As a result of the fiffhl 
30 Pulajaaes were killed and 16 of the 
constabulary were killed and wounded. 


A-dispatch, from Capt. Jones of the 


constabulary at Magtaon.says.that 011 
March 23 Gov. Curry, Judge Loblnger 
and Superintendent of Schools Hoover 
arrived there and camped over night 
near the Puiajanes. The presence of 
the officials WAS made known to the 
rebellious natives and their leader an- 
nounced that he would surrender his 
force tho next day. 
As a'result of 


this promise, th^ Americans returned 
to the town of Magtaon accompanied 
by Col. Agullar, a Pulajane chief. 


The next day, -Saturday, four chiefs 


of the Pulajaae*. with over 100 men 
and 14 guns appeared at Magtaon and 
lined tip in front of the constabulary 
barracks. Between the barracks and 


the group of \ 
tho Pulajanes stood 
American officials. 


•One of the chiefs expressed a wish 


that -his party be photographed in th3 
act of surrendering:, and Superintend- 
ent Hoover, In compliance with the re- j 
quest, 'was adjusting his camera when 
the Pulajanes leader blew a whistle 
and gave an order to advance.

The Pulajanes were 
chased to the mountains but the par 
suers lost more guns than they cap- 
tured. 


The American officials were later 


found with the exception of Governor 
Curry. He was last seen being chased 
by Pulajanes and it is now believed 
•he is hiding in the dense brush in that 
locality.

of the expedition was started by ex- 
press for Dundee. Thence it will go 
by the whalers leaving that port about 
April 10, to be delivered to the Eski- 
mos at Cape York, with the hope that 
it may later reach its destination. 


Six steam whalers are to leave Dun- 


dee and each captain takes a package 
Identical in its contents with those of 
the others, since there is no certainty 
which, if any. will be delivered.

carjtams of the whalers will also be 
instructed to look out at Cape York 
for communications from Commander 
Peary, which if obtained, cannot, of 
course, be delivered until their arrival 
home in Dundee next November.

"Much inquiry has been made as to

•will be necessary to raise the price 
charged tho consumer by $1.20 a ton. 
The demands of the miners provide 
for a t23 res-fold increase of wages. 


"First—An increase of 10 per cent 


to all miners engaged in cutting coal

"Secondly—The establishment of a 


minimum day -wage for each class of 
labor. 
This minimum day wage, in 


many instances, Is 100 per cent great- 
er than the rates now being paid.
